A. Johnson sticeumbed to weakness 
and heart failure aa a rcault of an op 
eratlon performed tor Intestlaal ab- 
aceaa in St. Mary'a hospital here. He 
was three times elected goveraor of 
bis state. He was a candidate for 
the Democratic itomtnatioa for preel- 
deat la 1008, and was looked upon by 
many as the probable aomlaee In 
lOlS. 

Gov. Johasoa was contlauallr grow- 
ing la pramlaeaea as a national tr 
ure, and at the tlaie of bis death the 
attenflon of the nation waa ceatefwd 

on the closing moments of his oace 
prnmising career. 

After battling against death with de- 
termined resistance for almost a 
week. Gov. Johaaon's life bad a peace- 
ful ending. 

Grouped about bla bedside when the 
end came were Mrs. Johnson, Jdisa 
Sulllvaa, her personal friend; the at^ 
teading phynlclans and two narses. 
Cood-hye te Wife. 

The laat thing Oov. Johaeoa did 
before iapaing Into iinconaclonaiieea 
one and a half hours before bis death, 
was tn take hia wife affectioitately by 
thn hand and weakly whiaper, "Well, 
.Nora. I made a good flght, but I guesa 
r\e got to go." Then aa tha last 
gleam of Intelligence begin to flicher 
he preaaed bor band gently to his 
rheek in a parting rareaa aa he pre- 
pared to obey the dhine will. 

Gov. Johnnon had undergone two 
previoim operattona here — one for the 
removal of uleera frniu the stomach 
and the aeeond for an abscess of the 
bowels. In the second operation the 
appendix was removed. About two 
raoniba ago he had a aevere attack of 
obatriietlon of the tKiwels aad waa ni 
a' his iioine In St. Haul. 

Thtt third operation laated two hours 
and 10 niinuien The prellminury 
work dihcloxed a small, deep-seated 
nhseesH poeket. It required a dlfll- 
ciiii and proioniipd operatloa to ra- 
luuve this flatula 

Most Popular Ocvernor. 

Cn\ .lohaaoa, a Demorrat, who has 
breii I ailed Mtaaesola's "most popii- 
lur governor," waa eUrcted three tlm«a 
by unusual aMiJorlties In a normally 
Republlran state. Hix votegettlig 
ability altraeled attention tbrougbeut 
the nation and he was conceded to ae 
one of the I sa d s rs of kU partp la. tke 
country.

His first venture Ja politics result- 
ed In a defeat It waa ta 1W4, Just 
after be had waaaC aa« voa Mlaa Eli- 
nore M. Prestoa, a paaag tsaaksr, and 
they bad estabUahad a hone la St 
Peter, thst he waa aoaUaatsd foristatp 
senator. 

In 1898 he waa agata aomlaated by 
tbe Democrata for the seaate and was 
elected. He made a flae record tn 
that body, and greatly enhanced his 
reputatloB as a public apeaker and a 
atudent of political queatlons. In 1M4, 
when the Republican party of the 
state was rent In twain by quarrels 
among the leaders and Johnson waa 
nominated for governor by the Demo- 
rratlo state conveatloa, it was a for» 
gone conclusion that Johnson would 
give R. C. Dunn of Princton, the Re- 
publleaa nominee, the hardeat kind of 
a race. Johnaoa was elected. Every 
day of his administration added to his 
popularity and two yeara later he was 
re-elected overwhelmingly.
